Students have only 10 days to 
sign up for the last Texas Aca¬ 
demic Skills Program (TASP) test 
this semester. Registration closes 
Oct. 21, with late registrationat an 
extra charge Oct. 23 to Nov. 8. 

Deadline for taking the state- 
mandated T test is Nov. 18. This is 
the last chance for students to ob¬ 
tain credit for the 1989 school year. 

To sign up, students should pick 
up a TASP Registration Bulletin in 
the counseling or registrars’ of¬ 
fices, Orientation Coordinator Dr. 
Alan Barnes said. 

Students are exempt from the 
TASP only if they have earned at 
least three credit hour s of college 

work before this semester. They 
also are exempt if they tire enrolled 
in a certificate program with less 
than nine semester hours of gen¬ 
eral education courses. 

Students seeking admission to a 
teacher education program must 
take the TASP, regardless of the 
number of college credits obtained. 

Students must take the TASP 
before they accumlatenine or more 
college credit hours. 

Freshman students who took 
TJC placement tests must take the 
TASP before the semester in wh ich 


they earn 15 college credit hours 
ends. 

Students will not be allowed 
to enroll in any college level classes 
next semester if they have not taken 
the TASP, Barnes said. 

TJC will offer a TASP review 
Nov. 4 and 11 and students are 
urged to sign up early, Barnes said. 
The review costs $35. 

These sessions will be lim¬ 
ited to allow for individualized in¬ 
struction and materials are pro¬ 
vided. 

The TASP consists of mul¬ 
tiple-choice reading, math and 
writing sections, plus a writing 
sample. 

Students who do not pass any 
test section will be required to take 
a remedial course the following 

semester. 

Of the first TASP test given at 
TJC 80 percent of the students 
passed all sections. “TJC test re¬ 
sults compare favorably with state 
averages,” Barnes said. 

State officials estimate that 41 
percent of all college students en¬ 
rolled in junior and senior colleges 
will be required to enroll in one or 
more remediation courses because 
they fail part of TASP.

Eban urges patience in Middle East 


'Au Revoir' opens 
Film Festival

The only impossible thing in 
the 20th Century is for one nation 
to try and control another, Israeli 
Statesman Abba Eban told a Tyler 
audience last week. 

Sharing boundaries with Leba¬ 
non, Syria, Jordan and Egypt, Is¬ 
rael is still at war with Palestine 
over the possession of land. 

“The land of Israel which is 
their Palestine is a land of two: two 
histories, two cultures, two socie¬ 
ties, and two languages.” 

Foranyoncto try toclaim 100 
percent of the land would be vio¬ 
lating its very structure, he said. 

Eban recalled the recent 40th 
anniversary of Israel. 

“There was not a mood of 
ecstatic festivity, but of a very 
reflective frame of mind,” he said.. 

Although Israel maintains a 
massive defense system, Eban 
stressed the importance of main- 
taing a stronghold while looking 
for peace. 

“Talk of Israel’s destruction 


is absurd. It is indestructible,” 
Eban said. “War prevents, It docs 
not create. It is amazing what war 
cannot do.” 

Eban spoke of a recent golden 
opportunity for the troubled land. 

“The Egyptian president has 
offered to convene a meeting be¬ 
tween Palestine and Israel at 
Cairo,” he said. 

While Eban bclicvcsjt is cru¬ 
cial that the two nations accept the 
offer and look for a solution, he 
does not think meeting with a 
moderate from Palestine will help. 

“Israel needs someone who 
can sign an agreement and stick by 
it,” he said. 

Eban, who opened UTTylcr’s 
Distinguished Lecture Scries, 
served in the 5()’s simultaneously 
as Israeli ambassador to theUnited 
Nations and to the United Suites. 
“A special role was pressed on me 
at an early age and has been with 
me ever since,” he said. 

• While Eban has contributed 
much to Israel’s development as a 


nation, one of his most significant 
contributions was presenting Is¬ 
rael’s ease for admission to the 
United Nations. 

Eban clearly remembers the 
time when every nation’s U.N. 
representative sat behind their flag 
and nameplate. The Jews, he said, 
sat in the visitors’ gallery. 

“That was our lowest point,” 
said Eban. “However, within three 
years the flag of Israel was aloft in 
pride, the state had been estab¬ 
lished and the gates were open.” 

Eban smessed the price that 
was paid for the small area to gain 
recognition as a sovereign state. 

“It has never happened be¬ 
fore, never since and will probably 
never happen again,” he said. 

“We needed a name and place 
after the horrors of the Nazis,” he 
said. 

Eban closed with an appeal to 
the United States: “Do not aban¬ 
don us in the middle of the road 
until the obstacles are surmounted 
and the task is done,” he said.

"Au Revoir les EnfanLs”, the 
first in the Forcign Fi 1 m Festi val, is 
a moving film that held its small 
audience enthralled. 

A 1987 film directed by Louis 
Malle, “Au Revoir” takes place in 
a French boys boarding school. It 
centers around the special friend¬ 
ship of two boys. 

Jean Kippclstcin, a lonely, 
sensitive little boy easy to shed 
tears for, is a Jew and new to the 
boarding school. To protect his 
identity from the Gestapo, he goes 
under the name Jean Bonnet. Al¬ 
though the others do not know 
Jean is a Jew, his being the new 
boy causes them to ridicule and 
tease him. “Au Revoir” contains 
painful scenes it would have been 
better of without. 

Julicn Quentin is a boy who, 
in spite of his un-Christian and oc¬ 
casionally downright hostile alti¬ 
tude toward Jean, wants to be a 


priest. When talking to the priest 
who, unknown to Julicn, is also a 
Jew, Julicn responds to the Fa¬ 
ther’s request that he be nice to 
Jean with, “Why? Is he sick?” 

Although at first it seems 
laughable that Julicn would con¬ 
sider himself godly enough to be a 
priest, he eventually learns to like 
Jean and they become friends. 

Soon the saddest scene of the 
film comes, when the Gestapo 
discover the priest, Jean and a few 
other Jews. It is a sad day as they 
arc led away; The priest calls out 
“Au revoir, les enfants,” or “Goo- 
d bye, ch i 1 d ren! ” A11 were ki 1 led in 
concentration camps later that year. 

This is a wonderful film and 
an unforgettable insight into hu¬ 
man nature. 

The next film in the Festival 
presented by the Foreign Language 
Program will be shown in Apache 
Room 4 of Rogers Student Center 
this month: “The Marriage of Eva 
Braun,” a German film, shows at 
6:30 p.m. tomorrow.
